It was raised by M. Boncour of 
France, who remarked that Article 
covenant stipulated 
that, in the event of a dispute be- 
tween a member of the league and 
a nonmember = state, the league 
counc! must undertake the same 
procedure of canciliation and me- 
diation as-existed for conflicts be- 
tween members. 


M. Boncour said that the ques- 
tion of relations with a nonmember 
state was grave from the .tand- 
point of security, and it was most 
important that it should be clearly 
understood that, under the cove- 
nant as adjusted by the protocol, a 
country which never was a mem- 
ber of the league or signator of 
the protocol and refused to;accept 
arbitration or conform to the 
measure ordained by the council 
would be subject to sanctions, 

‘The signatories of the  proto- 
cdl,” he declared, would have both 
the duty and obligation of apply- 
ing to such a refractory and re-

WASHINGTON, Sept. 27.— Dem- 
ocratic leaders here today expressed 
surprise that the Republicans of 
New York would nominate Col. 
Theodore Roosevelt for Governor 
in the face of his record as Assist- 
ant Secretary of the Navy on the oil 
reserve leases. They pointed out 
that his recent approval of the pro- 
motion of John Keeler Robison, 
Chief of the Bureau of the Engi- 
neering, from the rank of Captain 
to Rear Admiral, shows that he is 
not sorry for his part in the Sin- 
clair and Doheny oil transactions, 
but is pleased with it. There was a 
feeling here that Roosevelt might 
have gone contrary to his own 
judgment to co-operate with Secre- 
tary Denby, but the recommenda- 
tion of the boosting of Robison 
came after Secretary Wilbur had 
been appointed. 

“The promotion of Col. Roosevelt 
and Admiral Robison,” said Sen- 
ator Harrison of Mississippi today, 
“shows that the Republicans are 
taking care of those fellows who 
sold or gave away our naval oll, 
and the administration is carrying 
cut a policy adhered to by the Re- 
publican party for years. Col. 
Roosevelt must share the responsi- 
bility for the advancement of Rob- 
ison.”’ 

Formally Approved by Coolidge. 

“T am glad to see the Republicans 
promote all the people connected 
with the oil scandal,“ declared Sen- 
ator Caraway of Arkansas.

SAYMAN PAYS WATER 
BLL, ENDING DISPUTE 


Manufacturer, However, Says 
He Will Retaliate by Moving 
Business From City. 


The controversy which raged for 
several weeks between the city and 
T. M. Sayman, head of the T. M. 
Sayman Products Co., 2117 Frank- 
lin avenve, over a water bill of 
$138.33, finally has ended with pay- 
ment of the account. But Sayman, 
who replied to each of a series of 
bills with heated letters of refusal 
to pay, still declares he will have 
his inning and is threatening; re- 
taliation by removing his business 
from St. Loujs and withdrawing his 
support from the city’s civic and 
charitable organizations. 

The trouble began when Sayman, 
who occupies the 8-story Sayman 
building both as residence and fac- 
tory, figured that the water sup- 
plied to both establishments over 
the same meter should come at 
manufacturer's rate instead of 
household rate. Inasmuch as the 
residence part of the building con- 
tained two completely equipped 
bathrooms. five other wash stands 
and two sinks, the city water de- 
partment couldn't see the matter 
according to his light and sent in 
its bill at the household rate. It 
totaled $138.33 for water consumed 
from’ Oct. 2, 1923, to April 8, 1924. 

Sayman immediately began 
writing létters. He insisted he 
should have had manufacturer's 
rate for his residence quarters, a 
four-room stableman's house in the 
rear and a 4-room janitor’s house 
at 2137 Franklin. The figure, he 
declared, should have been $44.71 
less than that submitted. The wa- 
ter department explained that a 
city ordinance specifies a cheaper 
rate is permissible only when all! 
water gauged by one meter is 
used for manufacturing purposes. 
When he continued to protest, the 
city brought matters to a crisis by 
shutting off water from the build- 
ing.

The news was a 
tonic to Democrats everywhere. 
In Indiana, all the introducers of 
Davis talked about Bunceton. It 
was manifest that all the towns 
that he visited in that State had 
the Bunceton example in mind and 
were trying to emulate it. 

But Bunceton, in its great eag- 
erness to prove Missouri's loyalty 
to thé Democratic nominee, 
the candidate one disservice. It put 
his right arm out of commission. 
The trouble started at Wheeling, 
where a giant miner gripped the 
candidate’s hand with muscles of 
iron, and held on despite the pres- 
sure of a crowd from behind. The 
result was a painful twist of the 
arm. Davis’ manner of gesturing 
aggravated the soreness, and then 
Bunceton, with its thousands of 
handshakes, finished the job. An 
X-ray taken at Chicago showed 
that a tendon had been torn loose 
from.the bone in the forearm. Da- 
vis was shaking hands with his 
left when the trip ended, and that 
hand was beginning to show signs 

of wear. 


A Fighting Candidate. 

The political effect of the trip 
was good, if only because it in- 
spired Western Democratic work- 
ers with a new enthusiasm. They 
had been told that Davis didn't 
have a chance in the West and was 
willing to surrender it without 
a fight. 

Davis went out and. sold him- 
self,” both as a progressive citizen 
and a fighting candidate. The 
workers caught something of his 
enthusiasm. As a result he has a 
chance—a fighting chance only, to 
be sure—to carry the states of 
Kansas and Colorado. His chance 
is better in the latter than the for- 
mer. He will carry Colorado if 
Gov. Sweet, Progressive Democrat, 
who is candidate for re-election, 
swings his progressive and radical 
following to Davis and away from 
La Follette. 

Colorado probably will re-elect 
‘Sweet and return two Democratic 
Senators. It has now a Dem 
and a Republican in the Senate.

He 
seems to be destined for defeat at 
the hands of the progressive Dem- 
ocrat, Adams, now in the Senate 
filling an unexpired term.

In Each City, Conditions Were So 
Grave That Leading Business 
and Professional Men Fostered 
Organizations to Watch 
Cases From the Time the Police 
Take Charge Until They Go 
Through the Judicial Mills. 


AN the volume of.crime in a large city 
be reduced by a civie organization, with 
its surveys, reports and discussions? 

Yes, say Chicago and Cleveland, the for- 
mer pointing to the work of the Chicago 
Crime ,Commisdon, and the latter to the 
work of the Cleveland Association * Crim- 
inal Justice. 

Arthur V. Lashly, chairman of the pe- 

cial Committee on Crimes, Criminal Law and 
Procedure of the Missouri Bar Associetion, 
inspected the work of the Chicago and Cleve- 
land organizations ntly, and has pre- 
pared a report which will be part of the or- 
der of business of the conference called 20 
meet in Jefferson City Ot. 15, to take up 
some program of improvement in criminal 
administration in Missourt. 
One factor in the result attained in Cuhil- 
cago, as Lashly's report shows, was the addi- 
tion of 1000 men to the police force. But 
this addition is credited directly to the work 
of the Crime Commission. 

Other ways in which, in one or both of 
the two cities, the civic organizations con- 
tributed to an actual reduction in crime, 
were through speeding up the courts, tigLt- 
ening up the rules as to bondsmen, keeping 
the record on habitual criminals and pre- 
venting issuance of paroles to them, and 
checking unlawful practices of certain crim- 
inal lawyers. 

In his report, Lashly says as to Chicago: 
“The Chicago Crime Commission, which 
was inaugurated Jan. 1, 1920, and has been 
in operation since that date, is probably the 
largest and most successful volunteer citi- 
zens’ organization ever established in this 
country to deal with the problem of crime. 
During 1917 the crime. situation in Chicago 
became acute. Daylight holdups and pay- 
roll robberies occurred, and some peculiarly 
atrocious murders were committed by or- 
ganized bands of criminals with a boldness 
never before experienced in that city. The 
daring daylight pay-roll robbery and cold- 
blooded murder of three men in the Winslow 
Brothers’ plant was the culmination of a 
ries of capital crimes. 


Association of Commerce Acts 


“The Chicago Association of Commerce 
was aroused to action by these happenings, 
and held a number of meetings for the pur- 
pose of devising ways and means to reduce 
the number of crimes and restore some meas- 
ure of order in the community. These meet- 
ings resulted in the appointment of a com- 
mittee of members of the association. 
“This committee proceeded in an orderly 
way with an investigation, and on June 13, 
1918, made public its findings in a report 
which recommended the formation of a com- 
mission, to be charged with the duty of cx 
sidering the subject of crime suppression and 
prevention; to obtain the necessary correc- 
tive legislation; to conduct such investiga- 
tions as might appear necessary; to attend 
upon sessions of the General AsSembly; to 
forward the enactment of such legislation as 
the commission might propose, and to re- 
main thereafter as a body charged with the 
duty of securing the proper administration 
of. the laws by the officials charged with 
such administration. 

Ane committee spent the greater part of 
a year in its work. Out of this investiga- 
tion and recommendations grew the Chicago 
Crime Commission which was organized Jan. 
1. 1919, by more than 100 mmebers selected

An Imposing Committee Chosen 


“The Executive Committee consists of 19 
men, picked for their individual ability, en- 
ergy and capacity. It is an imposing list of 
leaders in law, education, medicine, finance 
and business. 

“Col. Henry Barrett Chamberlain formerly 
an officer in the Intelligence Department of 
the United States Army and a practicing law- 
yer of note in Chicago, was retained as Oper- 
ating Director. Edwin W. Sims, formerly 
United States District Attorney, was its first 
president. A field and office force has grown 
to 27 employees. The commission ts amply 
financed by the Association of Commerce and 
by private subscriptions, and over a quar- 
ter of a million dollars has been spent by it. 

“During the first year murders were re- 
duced in Chicago 51 per cent, @nd other maj- 
or crimes showed a corresponding decrease, 
conceded by all to be the result of the drive State 
for a reduction in crime by the commission. 
The Superintendent of Poficg resigned under 
fire. A new superintendent was authorized 
to put on 1000 additional policemen. Fou 
additional Judges were assigned by request 
to service in the criminal division.of the 
court system; a murder docket of 135 cases, 
same of which were eight years old, found by 
the investigators, was reduced in 60 days by 
89 cases: several murderers were executed, a 
number were sentenced to varying terms in 
penal institutions. 

“The investigation by the Association of 
Commerce had disclosed that professiohal 
bondsmen were lable for over $3,000,000 
forfeited bail bonds and no effort was being 
made to collect or to disqualify the delin- 
quents.

In this way a complete 
record is kept of all major criminal cases, 
from the time the police gong sounds after 
the commission of the crime down until the 
final disposition of the case.

“In one instance serious trregu- 
larities were discovered in the Po- 
lice Court probation office, re- 
sulting in the indictment of one of 
ite attaches. The operations of a 
Police Court lawyer were uncov- 
ered, with the result that he was 
disbarred for one year and subse- 
quently indicted. It is believed in 
Cleveland that a very worthy start 
has been made into cleaning up the 
mass of inefficiency and evil with 
which the survey found the process 
of criminal justice was _ infested. 


Records of Judicial COandidates 
Checked. 

“Their legislative program hag 
not been very successful, although 
they have succeeded in establish- 
ing the Chief Justice system. ‘in 
Cleveland and were influential in 
the adoption of the law which es- 
tablishes a judicial council in the 
State. 

“Probably one of the most valu- 
able contribufions to the welfare 
of the city that has been undertak- 
en by the association is the inter- 
est taken in the election of fit 
men as members of the judiciary. 
The survey had pointed out the 
evils of the necessity for candidates 
for the judiciary to make a cam- 
paign, stating such candidates in 


Cleveland had been giving a whol- 


ly disproportionate and unjustifi- 
able attention to the job of be- 
ing re-elected; that the judiciary 
was exposed to every wind that 
blows. It was recognized that even 
good Judges were compelled often 
at the expense of their official 
duties to enter an undignified and 
demoralizing scramble for office. 

“To remedy this situation, the 
Cleveland Bar Association has 
joined with the Association for 
Criminal Justice, and has enlisted 
the support of the powerful civic 
ij organizations making up the asso- 
ciation to lift from the shoulders of 
reputable and upright candidates 
for the judiciary the burden of 
making their own campaign. 

“The result has been most en- 
couraging. The peopie were 
aroused to the necessity for up- 
right, capable and reputable men 
for the judiciary by the fact that 
former Chief Justice McGannon of

None of the sparkle 
of “The Road by the Palisades” 
belonging in the City Art Museum’s ‘ 
permanent collection is found in 
this picture; nor is any of his more 
sensitive and more poetic feeling 
displayed. This pictures to us sig- 
nifies the feeling of the solidity of 
earth that remains when its sur- 
face is whipped by a h wind 
making furrows in the foMage and 
shaping loose earth into winding 
drifte. 

A landscape by Frederick Judd 
Waugh as powerful as his marines 
ie something which justifies a spe- 
cial visit to the American Show. As 
Waugh has imbued his marines 
with some of the pounding force’ 
of the ocean, so he has given to 
these gleaming mountain tops some 
of the essence of the majesty and 
grandeur of the ‘huge formations.

Kehrli had been found dead in the field from 
pistol wounds. However, a discharged re- 
volver having been found at his side, a 
Coroner’s jury rendered a verdict of suicide 
and, as such, the affair passed from public 
notice, though there was never any reason 
given why he should kill himself. 


Now, with the sad circumstance of a woman 
being made a widow twice within a period 
of four years and under similar circumstances, 
too, people at once became outspoken in con- 
necting the cause of the death of the first 
husband with the cause and motive of the 
second. 

If Fricker instigated the death of Nun- 
gesser, as rumor now suggested openly, why, 
most likely he caused the death of Kehril, 


too. 

With these opinions and rumors spreading 
from mouth to mouth, in a few days another 
farmhand, a sort of pensioner of Fricker, 
Rudolph Kamuf, came forward with the con- 
fession that he had knowledge concerning the 
death of Kehrli and it implicated Fricker. 
Fricker had tried to induce Kamuf, so the 
latter testified, to put Kehrli out of the way, 
the payment for the deed to be a home for 
life on the Fricker estates. Kamuf declares 
he refused to become a party to the bargain 
but, when Kehrli was found dead under suspi- 
clous circumstances, Kamuf, with his secret, 
continued to live under the Fricker protection. 

Aged and infirm, with the fear of death 
overtaking him in possession of guilty know!l- 
edge, after the Nungesser affair developed, 
Kamuf began to talk. The officers sought 
him out and he made a statement of what he 
knew of the Kehrli case.

Minnie now says she “had suspicions” at 
the time of her first husband's death.

Having got away with it once, knowing 
Fricker's self-assurance as they do, the neigh- 
bors are saying, it isn’t any wonder at all 
that he tried the same thing again and with- 
out more caution than he used the first time. 
Eut within 12 hours of Nungesser’s death, 
Fricker and the two other suspects with the 
latter two's confessions, already backed by 
we incriminating evidence, all were lodged 
in jail without bail at Edwardsville. And the 
er jury has met and returned indictments 
egainst all three. 

Though the two actual slayers have con- 
fessed, Fricker has not thus far weakened. 
The case against him is not proved and he 
has insisted that his hired hands are “‘fram- 
ing him. 

The circumstance that so promptly resulted 
in the apprehension of the suspects was the 
statement of Minnie Nungesser. And it was 
Minnie’s silence and submission that Fricker 
ordinarily could have counted upon as infal- 
lible. It never had failed him in the past. 

With time to reflect and with the dominat- 
ing Fricker still at large, probably Minnie’s 
silence would not have failed him this time, 
but in the excitement of the moment she, as 
she says, “spit it all out.” 


When Nungesser was found dead at the 
roadside it was at first thought he had been 
the victim of a runaway. His driverless team 
and wagon tearing into Highland attracted 
attention and a crowd, including the Coroner, 
set out to see what had happened. It was 
Deputy Coroner Tibbets himself who discov- 
ered 10 bullet wounds in the body.

Once since her marriage 
when she had gone to the farm to collect 
wages due her, he had imprisoned her for 
three days, she said.

She told then how she had gone to work 
for Fricker at the age of 15. She was a half 
orphan and a nameless one. She had worked 
in the dairy barn and in the fields. Her 
strength was too great and valuable to be

By the time she was 19 years old he de- 
cided, in Minnie’s words, “That I was a 
better woman than his wife, because I am 
stronger. 

He did not put his wife aside and Minnie 
would have been the last to demand such a 
condition. 

“His wife is a good woman and his daugh- 
ver is a good woman. We always got along 
well together. They would hear me tell him 
this was no way for a man who had already 
a wife and children to act and that I did not 
want a man who had a wife and children. 

“They knew it wasn't my fault. They never 
blamed me. They would hear him say, “You 
have it to do. It is part of your work.’ And 
pobody ever fought him, except me. I fought 
him. I would fight him until he would place 
a pistol at my head or hold a club over me.“ 

If she did protest inside the household, she 
never effectively protested outside and it was 
upon this silence on her part and upon the 
part of the others of his household that 
Fricker had come to rely.

‘Connecticut by the U. 8. Bureau 
of Public Roads and the State 
Highway Department. 

The investigation is to include 
a study of tax laws and methods 
of financing State highway activi- 


ties.

Among other objects sought in 
the proposed survey is the estab- 
‘lishment, if possible, of a basic dis- 
tinction between trunk line motor 
highways and roads which are of 
service chiefly to the lands in their 
vicinity and which are known as 
land service highways. It is aiso 
desired to allocate the cost of roads 
service between passenger cars 
and trucks and business and non- 
business motor vehicles.

MOTORISTS FLOCK 
10 FREE TEST OF 
BRAKES IN DETRON 


More Than 25,000 Said to 
Have Sought Testing Sta- 
tions in Week So Work 
Is Extended. |

DETROIT, Sept. 27.—More than 
25,000 motorists are said to have 
had their brakes tested in the first 
week of a two-week free inspection 
campaign carried on in this city.

But 
the time was extended after the 
men in charge of the testing sta- 
tions told the committee that it 
had been impossible to take care 
of all drivers desiring the service,

The fact that drivers of automo- 
biles in Detroit voluntarily entered 
into “this brake testing campaign is 
regarded as strong proof that most 
car owners are anxious to co-op- 
erate in safety movements. It has 
been pointed out that the average 
car owner does not have an op- 


portunity actually to check the | 
working condition of his brakes in | 
a definite manner. Often when | 
the driver was informed that his | 
brakes needed certain attention, he 
said he was grateful to receive the 
information. 
Track Owners Co-operate. 

It is conceded generally by au- 
tomobile men and tire manufac- 
turers that a great saving can be 
effected in preserving the tires on 
the rear wheels of an automobile, 
by keeping the brakes in perfect | 
working order.

BLEND REPORTED 
SUGGES IN CARS 


Swedes Discover Way to 


Make Ethyl Alcohol Pure 
Enough for Fuel More 
Powerful Than Gas. 


The search for a better, and less 
expensive, fuel for automobile en- 
gines than gasoline has been given 
impetus in Europe by announce- 
ment of a practicable alcohol-gas- 
oline mixture that gives more pow- 
er in a motor than does unmixed 
gasoline, and a process for making 
a gaseous moor fuel from char- 
coal. The blend of gasoline and 
alcohol has been perfected in Swe- 
den, while the charcoal experiment 
has been cunducted in France 

In the main, there is little new 
about either process. Mixtures of 
alcohol and gasoline have been 
used at various times, although not 
over successfully because of the 
cost and failure of the blend to 
remain constant. Charcoal gas has 
been used for some time to drive 
certain types of trucks in Euglan l. 

Depends on Purity of Alcohol. 

The new Swedish fuel is called 
Laett-bentyl.“ and is mixed in the 
proportion of 20 to 25 parts of 
ethyl alcohol to 75 to 80 per cent 
of gasoline. Swedish experts state 
that it can be used in any auto- 
mobile engine without changes of 
carburetors, and that it produces 
more power than gasoline. 

Ethyl alcohol is produced in 
large quantities in Sweden as a 
by-product of chemical wood pulp 
manufacture. The greatest ob- 
stacle to successful use of ethy! al- 
cohol in a biend with gasol’ne has 
been the difficulty of making it 
pure enough to mix with gasoline 
and remain mixed. It is said that 
a new process produces alcohol 
99% per cent pure.

A MILE A MINUTE. 
(Continued From Last Sunday.) 


ITH the new highway to 
speed over and the inner man 
yearning for dinner, it didn't 
take Smith and I long to cover 
the final 20 miles of our days 
journey. Yet, curlously enough, 
when we arrived at our destination 
he did not boast of the good time 
we had amde. Instead, he stood 
solemnly listening to his motor. 
That's what I get for-epeeding,”’ 
he complained. “I've burned a 
connection rod bearing. Just 1 
ten to that knock.” 

“One has to be a very clever 
driver to speed,” I said. “A car 
traveling 40 miles an hour is just 
four times harder to stop than one 
traveling 20. If a bearing misses 
its allotment of oll the high speed 
of the engine is certain to cause 
trouble. Tires that are weak are 
ten times more Liable to blow out 
when the car is going full tik. 
You increase your gasoline con- 
sumption and anything that isn’t 
just running up to par is sure to 
give trouble when the car is forced 
to the limit. 

“But that’s just one reason why 
a little speed now and again is 
good for testing purposes. 
wasn't for the speed contests 
which are held by the automobile 
trade we would not be driving the 
highly developed cars of today. 
Manufacturere learn the weak- 
nesses of their products by seeing 
how much strain they will stand. 
The mere fact that a car may be 
equal to any emergency doesn’t 
quite satisfy the progressive manu- 
facturer; he wants to know for 
sure. So with the car owner who 
thinks his car is ready for any 
demands he may wish to place 
upon it; he wants to be positive 
about it. Consequently he opens 
up the throttle occasionally when 
the right opportunity presents it- 
self.” 

I.told Smith of the experience of 
a friend of mine who was at a loss 
to know why hie car seemed to lose 
power and waste gas. He checked 


over the valve tappets, tried differ- 
ent carburetor adjustments and 
cleaned the plugs; but having no 
success he decided to take the car 
to a repair shop. At this point 
someone suggested, “Why don't 
you open her up on a good road 
and find out the trouble yourself?” 
But the motorist was trained to be- 
lieve that speed is taboo and 80 
carried his troubles to an experi- 
enced mechanic. Imagine his sur- 
prise, therefore, when the me- 
chanic tested the car by giving it 
speed. At 45 miles an hour the 
engine began to skip badly and 
would not propel the car any 
faster. 


This proved to the mechanic be- 
yond a doubt that the breaker 
points in the distributor were not 
properly adjusted and that the 
spark was not traveling to the 
plugs regularly at speeds over 20 
miles per hour. 

Smith said he could see an ad- 
vantage of speed in this instance, 
but insisted that his case was en- 
tirely different. 

“Something may have been 
wrong with my car,” he argued, 
“but the speed test, if you want to 


If it 


call it that, did more damage than 
good. This bearing will necessi- 
tate dropping the crankcase, and 
that means both a delay and an 
expense. What happened, I sup- 
pose, was simply that there was 
an air leak in the oil pump 80 
that one of the oll dips became 
empty at that moment I opened 
the throttle wide. I didn’t notice 
that the oil pressure gauge was 
below normal because my eyes 
were mostly on the roadway. But 
if I had gone along at a moderate 
rate of speed this would never 
have happened.” 

“If you hadn't discovered i to- 
day,” I retorted, “I wager that the 
leakage in the oiling system would 
have gradually increased until the 
oll would have failed you all at 
once some time when you were 
driving only 20 or 25 miles en 
hour. This might easily burn the 
main as well as the connecting rod 


bearings; and your repair bill

SALES METHODS PERI 


Fred Campbell Says Dangers 
That Swamped Bicycle Busi- 
ness Threaten Them. 


— — 


Two unusual addresses were 
heard by members ot the Automo- 
tive Accessory Association at their 
meeting, Wednesday night, at the 
Ciaridge Hotel. One of these was 
by Fred Cam ll, president of the 

d Campbell Auto Supply Co., a 
former president of the Automotive 
Accessery Association. The other 
was by W. A. Ferree, an advertis- 
ing man of St. Louis. 

Campbell traced the automobile 
and accessory business directly 
from the bicycle, business, which 
began in 1890, continuing ta 1898. 
Many of the old-time bicycle men, 


„he d. graduated into the auto- 


moDile business and took with them 
the same wild ideas of merchan- 
dising and the same poor methods 
of business they had pursued in 


selling bicycles. The problems 
which were met and finally 
swamped the bicycle business are 
almost the same problems as those 
met today in the automobile and 
accessory busincss. 

As It Was 25 Years Ago. 
What enables him now to reach 
quick decisions on problems per- 
taining to selling methods was that 
he had gone through exactly the 
same probleme 25 years ago in the 
bicycle business. He told some 
amusing instances of the introduc- 
tion and early use of pneumatic 
tires and the beginning of the in- 
staliment plan in selling, which was 
a feature, and an uafortunate one, 
of the bicycle business. He felt 
that the automobile men should 
have learned from this and thus 
avoided instaliment selling and 
trading-in of used cars, which was 
also a feature of the bicycle busi- 
ness. 

In the beginning, the accessory 
business meant only,the handling 
of tires, and Campbell's entry into 
the business was in 1901 with the 
Goodyear Tire and Rubber Co., St. 
Louis branch, of which George M. 
Hoffman was manager. The only 
tires manufactured at that time 
were for bicygles, a 28x2% single- 
tube tire for steam and electric 
automobiles and solid tires for 
heavy vehicles. Other lines hanfiled 
by accessory houses were minor, 
consisting of goggles, coats, robes, 
ulsters, windshields, tops and 
Rushmore lamps, which sold at 
$100 the pair. There were then 
only six or seven tire companies 
manufacturing high-grade goods, 
instead of hundreds of factories as 
now. Hence there was no price 
cutting, quality deterioration and 
no ps. 

Says Hard Times Might Help. 

He felt that in its beginning, and 
almost up to the present time, the 
accessory business, and possibly the 
entire automobile business, had 
gone ahead too fast, developing as 
it went along jobs and places for 
a lot of incompetents. One result 
of this, he said, was indicated dy 
the report made by the Harvat.i 
Research Bureau, indicating that 
the 128 jobbing accessory houses in 
the country consulted had an aver- 
age profit of 16-10 per cent. With- 
out meaning to be pessimistic, he 
said he felt that a couple of years 
of hard times might greatly benefit 
the entire automobile business by 
bringing about elimination of a

great number of incompetent busi- 
ness men now in it and leaving 
only-a survival of the fittest. 

Hurt by Lack of Advertising. 

Ferree indicated that the jobbing 
retail accessory business was be- 
ing held back by lack of proper 
advertising. He pointed 20 the al- 
luring copy run in newspapers by 
certain “gyp” houses which sold 
vast quantities of goods, and also 
remarked on the marked success 
ef accessory departments of large 
department stores everywhere, 
their success being brought about 
by pointing out in local advertising 
mediums to local buyers that the 
various accessory lines were there 
to be had. He said that national 
advertising campaigns which were 
constantly being foisted upon job- 
bing and re-ail accessory houses as 
the reason for stocking lines of 
goods were absolutely useless, un- 
less actively backed up by epecific 
advertising, with name and loca- 
tion of dealer handling the goods, 
in local newspapers. 

He meant this to app'y to the 
metropolitan districts, believing 
that national advertising might be 
effective in small towns and 
through the countryside.

HE bridge between Asia and America 
is down: ie stretch of land which 
formerly closg@ the gap between Alaska 
and Siberia recently sank beneath the 
waves. Recently, that is, as geologists 
count time 
Before it disappeared, many thou- 
sands of years ago, forming Bering Strait, prehis- 
toric traffic had passed over it for millions of years. 
That traffic was made up of land animals, large 
and small, ancestors of many modern animals and 
representatives of strange creatures jong since ex- | 
tinct. 

At times, probably, there were “rush hours” when 
for years the traffic was comparatively, heavy and 
- other long periods when but few animals straggled 
across the bridge. Great climatic changes may have 
served as Stop“ and "Go" “ame which controlled 
these movements. 

Thousands of fossil forms, as wei as species rep- 
resented by living animals found in. America, are 
believed to have originated in Asia. But the — 
connecting the two continents was not a one-wa 
bridge. Many of Asia’s animals may trace their an- 
cestry to America, Scientists of the American Mu- 
seum of Natural History in New Tork are engaged 
now in work which eventually may reveal on which 
side of the vanished bridge the ‘Vasious kinds of 
traffic started. .. 

Until* their recent expedition into the great Gobi 
Desert of Mongolia, little was known of the fossil 
past of this part of Asia. The expedition, carried 
on in co-operation with the Asia Magazine, opened 
up a story of life in that region covering 10,000,000 
years of evolution. 

From the rocks of the bad lands of the ‘desert, 
bones and other fossil remains of prehistoric crea-

HE dramatic incident which is described here 
occurred during the big storm in Arizona last 
winter—the worst storm which in 30 years 
had visited the Nantacs, those rugged moun- 
tains just south of the White River.

and has reasdn to know of its severity. Newell re 
turned to St. Louis last June, after siz months’ serv- 
ice as dq predatory animal hunter in Arizona, upon 
the payroll of the Bureau of Biological Survey, U. 8. 
Department of Agriculture. A former student at 
Washington University and the St. Louis School of 


Fine Arts, he has been writing about wild animals for 


years and illustrating his own articles, as he did this 
one. Newell vouches for the facts in the following 
drama of the West. :

Be- 
ginning as a young man of 23, he has 
sprung the trap, or released the drop, 
something more than 200 times. Two 
hundred humans, several of whom were 
women, have been sent to their ignomin- 
fous doom by the hands of John Ellis. 

What the poet A. E. Housman 
rather aptly eälls the county kerchief“ 
has been adjusted thus many times by 
the Rochdale citizen who was described 
by the whispering courtroom spectator 
as a haberdasher specalizing in cravats 
and black caps. 

When the Magistrate alluded to 
“some of the drops you have given,“ 
it was, of course, these drops through 
the trapdoor after. the—adjustmen of 
the black cap and the county kerchief. 
Sincé 1899 no year has passed without 
one or more_such jobs being performed 
by Ellis. Ip some.years the executions 
were more than one a month, on the 
average. Now and then would come a 
lull, and, Ellis would stick closely to his 
hairdressing. A few months would pass 
by with no business in the side line. 
Then would come a rush of such busi-

Ellis is said to have held the job of 
cfficial hangman longer than has fallen 
to the lot of any other Englishman in 
modern times.

‘helped the young man to get started in 
life. Young Ellis was a thrifty person, 
and the $25 he got every time he hanged 
a man—or a woman—was not wasted 
“ipon riotous living.
